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FEW statements coaid have 
deeper toto 
the 
hearts 
Americans and Britons than Pre­ 
mier Churchill’s trim and studied 
warning in Tuesday's speech that, 
“unless some happier event occurs 
on which we have no right to 
count.” the European war in 1944 
will produce the “greatest sacrifice 
of life by the British and Amer­ 
ican armies.” 
True, the prima minister eased 
that a bit by saying that the Red 
forces have inflicted wounds on 
the Nasi war machine “that well 
may prove mortal.” 
He also remarked that “a great 
many people speak as if the end 
of the war in Europe were near” 
and added: “I hope indeed that 
they may prbve right” However, 
he assumed “that the campaign of 
1944 in Europe will be the most 
severe and to the western allies 
that most costly in lives of any 
we have yet fought” 
Mr. Churchill didn’t specify the 
basis for this forecast hut it 
strikes me that the danger is two­ 
fold. It lies (I) in the desperation 
of Hitler and his gang, and (2) 
in the nature of the amphibious 
operations which the western Al­ 
lies must carry out—the most dif­ 
ficult and dangerous of their kind 
ever undertaken. 
VV 
B NEED only turn to Hitler’s 


Monday to get the first part of our 
answer. The Nest leaders are cor­ 
nered, and they will fight with 
every means available fair and 
foul, so long as German soldiers 
and civilians are willing to suffer 
end die for Chem aud there re­ 
mains a Chenoa of escaping total 
destruction. There’s small dowhf 
that so tar as Hitler hi concerned 
he meant it when he declaimed ta 
his harsh and guttural togas:' 
“The last battle will bring the 
decision. Therefore we must con­ 
tinue to wage war with ruthless 
determination.” 
The best measure of Hitler’s dUs- 
berate 
determination, 
however, 
came when he went to the extreme 
of threatening to use the head­ 
man’s ax on Germans who try to 
surrender. Referring to the col­ 
lapse of the home front In the last 
war he declared: 
“What happened * in 1918 will 
not happen a second time. When 
many thousands will die in battle 
I will not hesitate to put a few 
hundred criminals to death at 
home.” 


CO THAT’S the kind of despera- 
*-5 lion the Allies are Up against. 
However, that represents a state 
of mind, and we still have to ac 
count for such striking power as 
may remain In what has been 
Hitler's strongest weapon — his 
army. The fuehrer’s speech gives 
us the key to what probably is 
the greatest military danger which 
we face in western Europe. 
"Our enemies will discover,” be 
said, “that it is one thing to land 
against Italians in Sicily and 
very different thing against the 
Germans on the channel to France 
or Norway.” 
That’s a true bill—U. The “if” 
has to do with how much damage 
the German army bas suffered in 
Russia. If Hitler’s war' machine 
still has formidable power, then 
, our greatest sacrifices are going 
to be on the beach-heads, where- 
ever amphibious invasions are un­ 
dertaken. 
Once the beach-heads are estab­ 
lished and we have our armies 
ashore, our 
losses 
will 
lessen 
greatly. The reader also knows 
from such bloody operations as 
Dieppe and Salerno what these 
landings can mean. 
We need only add to that know­ 
ledge the reminder that the com­ 
ing invasions are on a vast scale 
and will challenge defenses many 
times the strength of previous ex­ 
peditions. The dangers will be im­ 
measurably greater. 
Premier Churchill's w a r n i n g 
must be taken to heart He prob­ 
ably -expects us at the same time 
to note that the Red armies have 
Hitler’s eastern forces in a pre­ 
carious position. Should a general 
debacle hit the retreating Nasi 
line it would, to say the least, re­ 
duce the risks of the western in- 
vacuous.

IKE most Others In this coun- 
try I had supposed th at the

I think the failure of congrats 
to do anything for tbe discharged men after all 
thle tim e la a crying chaine. I do not bold entirely 
btomatoes the various powerful! veterans* organ­ 
isation* for not potting more preeeure on tho 
ftatesm en. 
A fter the w ar upward of 10,000,000 men will be 
discharged w ith barely enough money to get 
home and will find the Jobe supposed to be 
w aiting for them non-existent, unless meantime 
oongreM does something to protect them from 
th at eventuality.

F. Stokes in a report on Boston 
antl-Jewish disturbances made pub 
lie today and he declared such dis­ 
tribution “should be dealt with 
immediately.” 
Stokes, reporting on an investi­ 
gation of 40 instances of assault, 
insult or property damage since 
January I. 1942, said “the assaults 
and the utterances could not be 
pi oven to be of organized anti- 
Semitic origin,” but added, “how­ 
ever, the widespread dissemina­ 
tion of anti-Semitic 
literature,

He recommended to Gov. Lever­ 
ett Saltonstall and an advisory 
committee dealing with racial trou­ 
bles that prompt steps he taken 
to deal with the situation. 
Blame for hoodlumism In sections 
of Boston in which Jews have been 
made objects of attacks and in­ 
sults was laid to faulty police work 
in those areas. 
Stokes said the incidents were 
a “police problem” and should be 
dealt with accordingly. 
Gov. Saltonstall demanded all 
mayors and chairmen of boards of 
selectmen call “all the forces under 
your command” to enforce the con­ 
stitutional guarantee of freedom 
of worship.

Ohio Congressmen Want To 


Know His Political Plans 


By Th* Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. IO—Ohio 
Republican members of the house 
favor 
Immediate 
announcement 
from Gov. John W. Bricker regard 
ing his political plans. 
A majority of the 20 representa­ 
tives would like to see the gover­ 
nor formally announce his candi­ 
dacy for the Republican president­ 
ial nomination and abandon any 
idea of seeking a fourth term as 
governor, one member said private­ 
ly- 
Dean of the state delegation, 
Rep. Thomas Jenkins of Ironton, 
made no comment, but others said 
he does not favor a joint state­ 
ment on the subject. He expressed 
the 
-belief 
Ohio 
congressmen 
should transmit their suggestions 
to the governor Individually. 
While Bricker could ask a fourth 
term as governor without being 
eliminated from the presidential 
race, many representatives believe 
this would be a mistake, the 
spokesman said. 
One congressman said privately, 
“He either should announce for the 
presidency or governor and we 
think it ought to be for the presi­ 
dency." 
Another remarked: "We can’t 
get out and work until the gover* 
nor shows his hand." 
Bricker has accepted an invi­ 
tation to make a speech here in 
February. 
"He would get more attention 
nationally if he came as a pres! 
dential candidate," one represen­ 
tative asserted. 
Some political observers inter 
preted the resignation iMonday of 
Bricker’! secretary, Don Power, as 
possibly connected with the gov. 
ernor's plans although Bricker said 
it had no political significance. 
Power, who will resume private 
law practice, was succeeded by 
Robert L. Barton of Columbus.

tion. 
‘Free, Whits And 21’ 
“My quarrel," he asserted, “with 
much of the censorship ideas en­ 
tertained by both the army and 
navy and to a certain extent by 
other departments of government 
is that many of these officials do 
not seem to realise that the Amer­ 
ican people are sa adult race, 
that they are free, white and 21, 
as the phrase goes, and that they 
know the facta of life; that they 
know about birth and death, that 
they know about cowardice and 
bravery, and that they know about 
good and about wrong. 
“It is folly of the worst kind to 
try to keep bad news away from 
them and it is equally folly to 
keep good news from them." 
Pays Tribute To Price 
Bellamy said the impact of the 
Second World war has brought 
upon the press a censorship “vol­ 
untary only to the degree that the 
press knows full well that lf It 
does not abide by the rules of the 
game as defined by the government 
the press will be visited with a 
compulsory and repressive kind 
of censhorshp far more dangerous 
to the press than the present sys­ 
tem.’’ 
Bellamy’s lecture commemorated 
the assassination of Don R. Mel­ 
lett, crusading Canton editor, dur­ 
ing an anti-crime campaign In 1926.
